DECLARES MRS. LAMBEY PRAC- 
TICED WITCHCRAFT. 


Strange Ceremonies and Peculiar In- 
cantations to Which the Hus- 
band Asserts He Made Fre- 
quent Objections. 


Hugo P. Lambey and Mrs. Lambey of 
707 Geyer avenue, are telling things about 
each’ other in the divorce court, both di- 
rectly and through the medium of many 
witnesses. The case was called late Mon- 
day by Judge Zachritz. 

Mr. Lambey is the part of the pair seek- 
ing the divorce, that is, he openly asked 
that the martial knot be united, through a 
petition. filed in due form by an attorney. 
Mrs. Lambey did not testify Monday morn- 
ing and her views were denied the expect- 
ant curious ones on the benches who 
fanned and perspired and eagerly took in 
all the testimony. 

The chief allegation in Mr. Lambrey’s

Lambey's petition says there is one and 
affirms it under oath. 

Plaintif® alleges that the practice of 
witchcraftalong with other things—made 
his condition intolerable and his life a 
burden instead of a bed of roses. It ap- 
pears that he charges ali his ee 
unhappiness to witch doctors and so-colle 
trance mediums. 

The plain tale of the petition runs that 
the coupie were rmmarried in the vear 1894, 
and that Mr. Lambey faithfully demeaned 
himself and was an all-around proper hus- 
band toward Mrs. Lambey, but that she, 
the defendant, wholly disregarded this ex- 
conduct on his part and jumped 
on him figuratively speaking played 
witch, used violent language in addressing 
him, and even struck him 

Furthermore, the petition sa 
bey rusted at Mr 
her hand. She did not cut him. but Mr. 
zambey evidently thought she intended to, 
for he ran.

It Is alleged that so frequentiy were Mrs 
Lambey’s quarrels with her neighbors that 
Mr. Lambey was compelled to “hunt him- 
seif a home" about once in each period 
of three months; that is. the Lambeys with 
the approval of the neighbors, moved that 
often The stated form of the witeheraft 
ceremonies is not furnished in the petition.

he can be sent to sea. Rear Admiral 
Kautz, in command of the Pacific station, 
has just returned to San Francisco, and 
the fleet under his command might be 
turned over to Admiral Schley.

'bley some time ago decided to derive some 


revenue from his farm property. 

\His place produces a great quantity of 
garden truck, and his cows yield vast 
quantities of milk and cream. When Mr. 
Twombley decided to market his output 
there was a howl from the farmers. 

They know, of course, that Mr. Twom- 
bley’s annual building and tearing down 
of his country house costs a lot of money, 
but they aiso know that Mrs. Twomble 
was a Vanderbilt, and worth many mil- 
lions. So they have declared it was un- 
dignified and unkind of Mr. T'wombley to 
become their business rival in furnish- 
ing garden produce and cream Mr. Twom- 
bley carries on the business on such a 
large s@ale that he can sell cheaper than 
any one farming near him. Now this big 
automobile will further cut down his ex- 
penses. He will run the wagon as a sort 
of private express ‘between his place, Ford-

SIZE WAS JENNING’S HOODOO. 


Train Robber Again Sees Liberty in 
Sight Through a Hole in Jail, but 
Fails to Reach It.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 2%.—Bill Jen- 
nings, convicted of train robbery, nearly 
gained his liberty at 2 o’clock this morning. 

Jim Hennessey, a désperate tough, and 
Charles Wilehert, robber, escaped. They 
crawled out through a hole which they had 
cut with a chisel. Jennings was their cell 
mate. The hole was not big enough for him 
to crawl through, and while he was try- 
ing to enlarge it he made a noise that at- 
tracted the guards. 

John Kennedy, the ‘“‘Quail Hunter,” o¢cu- 
pied a separate cell, and had no opportuni- 
ty to join in the break. The hole was cut 
in the cell, and when Hennessey and Wile- 
hert crawled through the hole and into the 
corridor, they climbed to the second story 
of the jail, where new cells are being built, 
and, finding an insecure window, made their 
way to the ground by means of a rope 
which the workmen had left. Hennessey, a 
few weeks ago, while out of jail, tried to 
liberate all of the prisoners by kidnapping 
the jailer, but his desperate plan failed 
and he was captured and locked-in the cell 
from which he ascaped this morning. It 
must have required several hours to cut 
such a hole.

NEW YORK, June 2.—A new Klondike 
expedition will start from this city in a 
special car over the Vanderbilt roads next 
Thursday. <A steamship will be at Seattle 
ready te start for the American gold fields 
which are a tnousand miles nearer the 
United States than Dawson City. 

The expedition differs from most mining 
ventures in that its capital stock is all 
subscribed. The principal officers are Sen- 
ator John P. Jores of Nevada, president: 
James Oliver, vice-president; Oliver H. P’ 
lselmont, secretary and treasurer. 

There are many stockholders whose 
names are well known in local polities. 

The party expects to stay sixty days at 
the mines controlled by the company.

IT FLOATS. 
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MORE POPULAR, SAYS DR. CHAM- 
BERS, THAN “PRAYING” CHUROH. 


Farewell Sermon of the Pastor of the 
Calvary Presbyterian, Sold for 
a Synagogue. 


NEW ‘YORK, June 2%.—Rev. Dr. James 
Chambers, who has just resigned the pas- 
torate of Calvary Presbyterian Ohurch, 
said in his farewell sermon that Presbyte- 
rianitsm was on the ‘verge of a serious 
question in the City of New York. The 
church was beginning to be looked upon in 
the light of a paying investment. The 
paying church was getting more popular 
than the praying church. The people were 
teo much inclined ‘to subordinate the real 
aim. 

In order to provide for the districts that 
could not support a ohurch he thought the 
Presbyteries ought to raise a funa of at 
least $500,000 to endow parishes. He be- 
lieved something ought to be done to : 
vate the real purpose of the church, and 
that the spiritual end should dictate its 
policy. 

“We have gone through our experience 
here ‘because there ‘has not been a sufficient 
constituency to maintain a Presbyterian 
organization,”’ said ‘Dr. Chambers. ‘Dhe 
churches must go where the people are 
and stay there and save the people. I 
stated that this locality was inhabited al- 
most entirely by people of another race. 
I want to say now that a certain rabbi 
told me he could buy for hie people fifteen 
or twenty churches if a satisfactory price 
was arranged. At least five offers have 
‘been made for this property. When we 
send missionaries among the Jews we must 
put up the money. We cannot work among 
them any other way. 

“There is another element 
wide influence in this churoh. The discus- 
sions of the Bible have had a mighty in- 
fluence on the people. Their faith has been 
undetermined until it has reached a state 
of irdifference. Doubt has been: raised as 
to the very substructure of the Ohristian 
faith. This has made the task of the min.- 
ister tenfould greater.”’ 

Dr. Chambers said that it was with deep 
regret that he relinquished his pastorate. 
The church will be sold for $100.000 for a 
synagogue and the proceeds devoted to mis- 
sionary work. 

The New York Presbytery will meet to- 
day for the purpose of finishing left-over 
business, but the case of Prof. MeGiffert 
will not be touched upon. The Presbytery 
at its last meeting, acting upon the message 
from the General Assembly, regarding Prof. 
McGiffert’s alleged heretical works, aj- 
pointed a commission to investigate the 
charges and to make a report thereon. Titis 
commission was instructed tu report not 
later than the November meeting, and as 
nothing further will be done in the matter 
until after the summer vacation, it Is not 
likely that ! developments will take 
place, until the investigating body has 
met, and as most of the members are 
now away from the city, it is unlikely 
that the inquiry will be begun until toward 
the fall. 

It has been rumored that Dr. MeGiffert, 
rather than face the notoriety ofa trial tor 
heresy, will leave the Presbyterian Church 
and join the Congregational demonination. 
Dr. Robert F. Sample, however, sak 1e 
doubted if Prof. McGiffert had any such 
intention. ‘‘The Professor.”’ he said, “in his 
works as a historian, as I understand, 
did not advance those writings as being his 
own personal opinion. That much, I think, 
was made clear in his letter to the General 
Assembly, but of course, until he appears 
before the commission it is impossible to 
say whether Dr. McGiffert’s belief daif- 
fers with the orthodox faith of the Presby- 
terian Church.” 

Although the commission Is stated to have 
been formed of strongly conservative mem- 
bers, it is apparent from Dr. Sample's re- 
marks, that the examination will not be 
conducted in any prejudiced or narrow 
spirit.

STARVING RUSSIA 


Rueeria presents a strange paradox. It is one of the most 
profitable fields for industrial enterprises, while at the same 
time raiiiions of its most industrious people are threatened 
With starvation. 

The profits enjoyed by Russian industrial concerns are enor- 
mous. Dividends of 20 per cent are common. Many mining 
enterpriees pay from 40 to 80 per cent, and one great distilling 
company has fcr years received from 60 to 100 per cent on its 
capital.

The dire¢tors of a giant mopapoly are. anger strong tempta- 
tion to treat*the body of stockholders with contempt. The 
interests are #0 vast ‘that individual stocKholders have little 
hope of knowing what is going on.. They are compelled to 
place implicit trust in the directorate regarding the most im- 
portant steps. And ag thé directors are frequently men whose 
sole tnterest is to feather their own nests, stockholders are 
likely to suffer. 

It is this trust directorate in control of corporate monopoly 
that threatens to become an oligarchy in the United States. 
If these magnates have so little regard for the interests of 
their own stockholders, what may the general consuming and 
working public expect at their hands? 
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It was evident from the utterances of newspapers in the in- 
terior of the State that Gov. Stephens’ apology for signing 
the street railway monopoly bill was not accepted by the 
Missourt Democratic editors. They can tell a hawk from a 
hernshaw. They know that a bill which legalized a consolida- 
tion of all street railways in Missouri and the unlimited issue 
of stock and bonds for that purpose is a trust measure. They 
know that when a law gives special permission to syndicates 
to consolidate properties and to water stock it opens the way 
to the robbery of the people by monopoly oppression. They 
know that a law which puts over $50,000,000 of monopoly 
profits into the coffers of a monopoly syndicate is not in the 
interest of the people, was not passed for the benefit of the 
people and for nothing. They know the history of this law 
and the methods of the powerful lobby which jammed it 
through the Legislature. Knowing all of these things, they 
vigorously condemn it as a corrupt measure, a trust measure 
and an undemocratic measure. The Governor and the Legis- 
lature did not in this matter represent but dishonored the 
Democracy of Missouri. That is the popular verdict.

YOUR WATCH AS A CYCLOMETER. 


Providing your watch has a minute-d‘al., 
it is an extremely simple matter to so mark 
this as to be used as a speed indicator, no 
matter what gear your machine is. 

Fine out the distance your cycle is pro- 
pelled by one revolution of the pedal. This, 
assuming your gear to be 70, wll be 219.9 
inches. 

Divide this number into 63,360 (the number 
of inches in one mile), and the product will, 
of course, give you the number of revolu- 
tions you must make to cover a mile—viz.. 
288 and a slight fraction. 

If it were poss‘ble to turn the crank 288 
times per minute, this would, of course, 
mean that you were driving your cycle at 
the rate of one mile per minute, or 6) miles 
per hour. 

Seventy-two revolutions per minute would 
consequently mean that you were traveling 
at the rate of a quarter of a mile per min- 
ute, or 15 miles per hour. 

Therefore, still assuming that your gear 
‘s 70, if you mark off, with a distinguishing 
color, twelve and a half seconds of the min- 
ute-dial of your watch, and count the num. 
ber of revolut‘ons your crank makes while 
the minute-hand is passing over this col- 
ored portion af the dial, it will represent 
the number of miles per hour you are 
traveling.

The grand jury indcict- 
ed him for murder in the first degree, but 
for some reason he was not tried at the 
next term of court. The case was sworn 
out of the county, and Mexico, Mo.. was 
designated as the place of trial. While con- 
fined in jai] there he broke out. 

“It Was My understanding at the time 
that A. A. Gates lived in Du Page County, 
Til., and not in West Chicago, as stated. 
The old gentleman wanted Jester hung. 
Hie had several talks with him, but I know 
positively that Jester never confessed mur- 
dering his son to any one. But I feel con- 
fident that Jester did commit the murder. 
It was the general opinion that Jester killed 
young Gates, wrapped him up and put him 
n his wagon, and when he got to the 
creek near Middle Grove shoved the body 
under the ice.

AMENDMENTS TO CHARTER. 


Citizen Berry Thinks They Should In- 
clude the Merit System and a 
New Style of Tax Bills. 


Mr. Albert L. Berry of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee thinks the city charter should be 
Amended, He says 

“The recent decision of Judge Philips 
relative to the validity of tax biils shows 
the necessity of having our present charter 
amended so that there will be no question 
as to the legality of these bills. There are 
also a number of other provisions in the 
charter which require amending and some 


new features which should be incorporated 
int® the charter, especially an amendment 
embodying the mer.t system for all city 
cmploves. 

‘“There is a board especially created -for 
the purpose of drafting new amendments 
to the charter, which, | think, consists of 
the Mayor, City Counselor, President of 
the Board of Public Improvements, the 
(City Comptroller, President of the Council 
and the Chairman of the House of Dele- 
gates. 

“if an amendment were prepared by this 
board embrace the ‘‘merit system’’ and 
the proper safeguards limiting the amount 
of taxation, dividing the payment of tax 
bills cover a longer period of years, bearing 
interest not to exceed 6 per cent and public 
ap rg given, | think the people would 
adopt it. The preparation of these amend- 
ments would require several months, and 
with the time necessary for proper public 
hearing and passage by the Municipal As- 
sembly, they could not be voted upon be- 
fore the latter part of the year, November 
or December. The necessity for © theso 
amendments is urgent to place our streets 
and sewers in proper condition for the 
World's Fair. 

‘The overwhelming defeat of the amend- 
ments last summer was largely due to the 
changes made in the amendments after 
they reached the Council. These changes 
eliminated every safeguard as to the 
amount of taxation. TThe Council also de- 
the people the right to vote on an 
as the merit system 
amendment, which a large body of our best 
citizens presented for adoption. But this 
does not mean that proper amendments 
could not be adopted If carefully prepared 
and thoroughly ciscussed through the me- 
dium of the press and at public hearings. 
Whatever the effect of Judge Philips’ de- 
cision, the charter shoukl be so amended 
that there would be no question as to the 
legality of tax bills and should embrace 
the “‘merit system’ provision. I think 
amendments so prepared would receive the 
endorsement of all organizations connected 
with the Citizens’ Committee of last year 
and our people generally.’’

ATLANTIC STREET SWITCH. 


Property Owners in That Neighbor- 
hood Again Protest. 

For the tenth time the Terminal Railway 
Association is trying to get a bill through 
the Municipal Assembly authorizing the 
construction of a switch across Atlantic 
street and city biock 261. For the tenth 
time the property owners of city block 2551 
are resisting what they consider to be a 
threatened injury to their property inter- 
esis and a menace to life. 

At the Council meeeting of June 9 the old 
bill was reintroduced in altered form, lt 
authorizes the Terminal Aséociation to lay 
one railroad track across Atlantic strect 
and the biock. 

City biock 24651 fronts Atlantic street, and 
extends east and west from Cardinal ave- 
nue to Montrose avenue. It contains about 
tw nouses and has a population of about J2v, 

The Terminal Association wants to lay a 
track across the southwestern portion of 
the ‘block. The property owners, of whom 
one of the most active in opposing the 
grant is W. S. Fleming, contend that the 
track will serve no pwodilic purpose, but will 
be used by the Terminal] Association soiely 
as a means of reaching its private property 
in the next biock, the rental value of 
which, it is reasoned, would be enhanced 
by the switching facilities which the asso- 
ciation would then be able to provide. 

Mr. Fleming said Monday: “When the 
bill was before the preceding council, prac- 
tically the same as ‘the present bili, and 
when 12 of the 13 members of the council 
voted that when the Terminal Association 
acquired the property in this block oy 
purchase, then they might have the right 
to enter the same, Mr. Wiggins, the pres- 
ent chairman of the Railroad Committee, 
who introduced the present bill, was then 
the only member absent and not voting. 

‘When Mr. Nalan appealed to him, as a 
property owner, against the passage of the 
present Dill, Mr. ‘Wiggins replied; ‘I am in 
favor of the bill.’ ‘Mr. Malan said, ‘If the 
bill passes, my home and business will be 
ruined,’ to 'which the chairman of the Rail- 
road Committee, I am informed, replied, 
‘This is railroad property and you should 
move out.’ 

“Why ds it that the chairman of the 
Raiiroad Committee is so anxious to drive 
people from their Tromes in order that the 
Terminal Associatioén may reach their 
renting land for coal companies more con- 
veniently? Why should this association 
continue to attempt for ten years to de- 
stroy the property of individuals for their 
personal gain? Permit me to éall attention 
to the fact that when the biN which wae 
before the last Council, and which was 
amended so as to permit them to enter the 
block when they purchased ét was passed 
the officers of this Company went early the 
next day and informed the chairman of 
the committee that they would not accept 
it 


“The officers of the Terminal Assocta- 
tion appeared before the late Council Com- 
mittee and endeavored to show cause why 
they should be “permitted to enter this 
block against the protests of the property 
holders, and when a member of the com. 
mittee asked who had drawn this bill for 
them, leaving out all the provisions pro 
tecting the city from damages, the com- 
mittee was assured that the City Counsellor 
had drawn the ordinance; and when Mr. 
Schnurmacher was asked if he had done 
so, he emphatically denied he had any 
knowledge of it.”
